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CHILDREN OF RIGH 
OFTEN AFFLICTED 
WITH “LORDOSIS.-” 


‘Physical Culture Advocate Says It Is Revival of the ‘‘Grecian 


Bend’’—Many Bodily 


Living and Habits. 


Lordosis is one of the penalties of 
riches. It is a physical defect, consist- 
ing of protrusion of the hips backward 
and exaggeration of the forward thrust 
of chest and shoulders—what was once 
fashionable as the “Grecian bend.” It 
is peculiar to the’ children of the 
wealthy. 

Dr. H. 8S. Wingert told the loca} 
branch of the American Physical Bdau- 
cation Association all about lordosis jast 
evening at a meeting held at A. H. 
Muegge’s gymnasium, 1201 South Grand 
avenue. Four score men, women and 
children listened attentively to the lec- 
ture. 

Dr. Wingert is a practicing physician. 
author of a new system of physical cul- 
ture, a member of the faculty of the 
Yale University Summer School, and 
was recently appointed physical] director 
of the Central Y. M. C. A. in §t. Louis. 
He spoke an hour, and the interest 
never flagged for a moment. 

Dr. Wingert belleves that muscular 
development offers the panacea for all 
physical defects not due to organic dis- 
ease, and to a great many that are. 
He explained last evening why persons 
have flat chests, round shoulders, un- 
even shoulders, unequal hips, overde- 
veloped biceps and under-developed 
thighs, lateral anterior and posterior 
spinal curves, and even crooked faces. 

And he mercilessly made a prediction 
of baldheaded and toothless humanity 
unless physical culture is practiced. 


Heredity Is Important. 

Heredity plays a great part in the hu- 
man make-up, according to Dr. Wingert, 
and it was in discussing this that he 
came to lordosis. 

“When you see a child with flat chest 
and rounded shoulders,”’ he said, ‘‘you 
can very frequently trace the trouble 
to parents with tuberculosis or phthisis. 
As your parents are, 80 you are. . The 
offspring of the very rich suffer from a 
defect called lordosis.”" And he contin- 
ued with a description of the defect. 

“Store clerks and factory workers,” 
Dr. Wingert continued, ‘breathing an 
artificial atmosphere, a devitalized alr, 
using only one-twentieth or one-fortieth 
of their lung space, are naturally the 
victims to an appalling extent of tuber- 
culosis and pleurisy. 

‘“Persuns who wear high collars suffer 
decreased circulation, have flabby necks 
and come to be the easy victims of sore 
Persons wiro breath improperly

rule men breathe diaphramatiocally, 
while women use the costal breathing.”’ 
“Would it be possible to train a 
woman to abdominal breathing?’ in- 
quired one of the most attentive listen- 
ersa—a man. And the feminine contin- 
gent é6f the audience burst into a ripple 
of derisive laughter. The doctor as- 
sured the questioner that if women 
would leave off corsets and tight cloth- 
ing there would be no reason why they 
shouldn't breathe as properly as a man. 
“Don'ts” for Health. 


Incident to the lecture Dr. Wingert 
gave a few don'ts. Here are some of 


them: 
Don’t stand always with the weight 


on one foot. 
Don’t He in the same position every 


night. 

Don’t breathe with the upper part of 
the lungs alone. 

Don’t use one hand constantly. 

Don't allow mental work to crowd out 
physical exercise—the former burns up 
three times as much vitality as the 


latter. 

Don’t wear high or tight collars. 

After the talk was finished a number 
of women crowded around Dr. Wingert 
to thank him.
